He hides him - 
self in some secluded spot in the 
Wichita 
Mountains

ions from the government. Ger­ 
onimo has been a very frequent 
visitor to the city of Lawton, but 
during the last two weeks he has 
not left the Port Sill military res­ 
ervation, where he is held a pris­ 
oner of war.

refusal of the war department, to 
allow the crafty old chief and 
several of his tribe a leave of ab­ 
sence tfaom the reservation in or­ 
der that they might proceed to 
Washington to place their case 
before the President and Con­ 
gress.

PUBLICIST 


REFUSES TO BELIEVE HER 


HUSBAND IS A BIGAMIST 


The case of J. E. Guier, of 
Stonewall, charged with the ser­ 
ious charges of embezzlement, 
bigamy and adultery, is being 
tried here today. 
One of the 
points of interest in the case was 
the testimony of wife No. 2, who 
asserts her belief in her hus­ 
band’s innocence. 
She stated 
that she was married to Guier in 
January and has been living with 
him ever since as his wife. 
The 
defendant claims he thought he 
had been divorced from his first 
wife, and his present wife be­ 
lieves that he married her think­ 
ing that this was true.

Muskogee, I. T., May 15.—The 
secretary of the interior has or­ 
dered an immediate distribution 
of all patents to allotments in the 
five civilized tribes. 
These pat 
ents will be delivered by the 
Dawes commission and the In­ 
dians will get their long looked 
for deeds. 
The commissioner 
will also deliver to the allottees 
the patents that were delivered 
to the chiefs of the tribes where 
the patents have not ail been al­ 
ready delivered. 
There are now in the office of 
Chief Porter of the Creeks, 5,927 
patents that have not been deliv­ 
ered to allottees. In the Creek 
nation 1,196 patent* have to be 
turned over to Chief Rogers to 
be delivered. In the 
Choctaw 
and Chickasaw nations there are 
26,400 patents executed and re­ 
corded ready for delivery. 
More 
are making. 
The delivery of patents is going 
to be one of the big tasks set for 
the commission. A special de­ 
partment with a large force of 


clerks will be established at once. 
All allottees who have deeds 
ready for them will be notified 
they can get their patents by cal­ 
ling in person or by ordering 
them sent by 
registered mail. 
Later special parties will be sent 
into remote towns in full blood 
settlements to deliver patents to 
those who will not come or write 
for them. 
IV by the Indians are not eager 
for the documents cannot be un­ 
derstood, but the experience in 
the Creek nation 
proves that 
many full bloods do not attach 
mucn value to their land patents. 
This order for immediate de­ 
livery of deeds is of great im­ 
portance in connection with the 
removal of restrictions. 
As the 
law provides that the restrictions 
shall be removed five years after 
date of delive 
of patent.

not complications arisen and tied 
up the delivery of patents many 
Indians of mixed blood woulu 
have Lad their restrictions re­ 
moved in a few months by limita­ 
tion.

14 - 
Secretary Hester’s analysis of 
the cotton movement for 
the 
eight months of the season from 
Sept. I to the close of April in­ 
clusive, shows that compared 
with the crop movement last year 
Texas, including Indian Territory, 
bas brought into sight this season 
in round figures 266,000 bales 
less. 
Other gulf states, which 
include 
Arkansas, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Missouri 
and Oklahoma, have marketed 
1,104,000 less, and the group of 
Atlantic states, which includes 
North and South Carolina. Geor­ 
gia, Florida, Alabama and Vir­ 
ginia, are 264,000 less. making the 
net decrease in the total crop 
marketed 1,634,000 bales. 
Mr. Hester shows the amount 
brought into sight by groups of 
states for the eight months of 
the season as follows: 


Texas and Indian Territory 
2,777,305 bales, a decrease under

and an increase over the same

Total crop in sight at the close 
of April 9,900,828, a decrease 
under last year of 1,633.620, an 
increase over year before last of 
407,003 and a decrease under 1903 
of 117,295. 
The groups of states furnished 
in round figures of the crops of 
last year and the year before last 
from Texas and Indian Territory 
last year 3,584,000, and year be­ 
fore last 2,876,000; other Gulf 
states 4,473,000 laetyear and year 
before last 3,367,000; Atlantic 
states 5,509,000 last year and rear 
before last 3,768,000.

the letter,

“Dear Capt. King-Hall: His majesty 
Is afraid that it would be difficult to 
make any public announcement that 
he considers his health can be as loy­ 
ally drunk in water as in wine. 
The king commands me, however, to 
say that you are authorized to make it 
known ‘privately,’ and in any way that 
you think best, and that you are au­ 
thorized to state that total abstainers 
can always drink his health In some 
nonalcoholic drink to his entire satis­ 
faction. 
“October 17, 1902.” 
Navy teetotalers have been aware of 
this gracious expression of opinion on 
the part of his majesty for the 
last 
three years. 
The publication of the letter now 
comes as a boon to many a harassed 
abstainer, who 
has 
frequently been 
caught between his heartfelt loyalty 
and the sanctity of his temperance 
pledge.

Muskogee, I. T., May 15.—The 


secretary of the interior has or- 
dered an immediate distribution 
of all patents to allotments in the 
five civilized tribes. These pat 
ents will be delivered by the 
Dawes commission and the In- 
dians will get their long looked 
for deeds. The commissioner 
will also deliver to the allottees 
the patents that were delivered 
to the chiefs of the tribes where 
the patents have not all been al- 
ready delivered. 


There are now in the office of 


Chief Porter of the Creeks, 5,927 
patents that have not been deliv- 
ered to allottees. In the Creek 
nation 1,196 patents have to be 
turned over to Chief Rogers to 
be delivered. In the 
Choetaw 


and Cbickasaw nations there are 
26,400 patents executed and re- 
corded ready for delivery. More 
are making.' 


The delivery of patents is going 


to be one of the big tasks set for 
the commission. A special de- 
partment with a large force of 


clerks will be established at once. 


All allottees who have deeds 


ready for them will be notified 
they can get their patents by cal 
linsr in person or by ordering 
them sent by registered 
mail 


Later special parties will be sent 
into remote towns in fall blood 
settlements to deliver patents to 
.those who will not come or write 
for them. 


Why the Indians are not eager 


for the documents cannot be un 
derstood, but the experience in 
the Creek nation 
proves that 


many fall bloods do not attach 
mncfi value to their land patents 


This order for immediate de 


livery of deeds is of great im 
portanee in connection with the 
removal of restrictions. As the 
law provides that the restrictions 
shall be removed five years after 
date of delivery of patent. Had 
not complications arisen and tied 
up the delivery of patents many 
Indians of mixed blood would 
have 'Lad their restrictions re 
moved in a few months by limita 
tion.

diamonds? 


The process Is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out- 
lay of money, but then consider tin 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 


know, says the New York Herald, la 
simply car'oon in a transparent crys- 
*iT}c6 rorm. It comes of humble par- 
sntage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystaljlzable bodies, 
•arbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol- 
vents, but molten metals will combin. 
with it Let the diamond maker choost 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
Ing it in an electrhi furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing th9 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
Into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and, as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of Iron 
will be found bound up in the mass, 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

As long ago as October, 1902, Rear 


Admiral King-Hall obtained an opin- 
ion from his majesty, through Lord 
Knollye, that total abstainers need 
compromise neither their loyalty nor 
their convictions when drinking bis 
majesty's health. 


Permission to publish the letter, 


which was at first employed for pri- 
vate circulation, has now been granted 
by his majesty, and here it is: 


"Dear Capt. King-Hall: His majesty 


Is afraid that it would be difficult to 
znak" any public announcement that 
he considers his health can be as loy- 
ally drunk in water as in wine. . . . 
The king commands me, however, to 
say that you are authorized to make It 
known 'privately,' and in any way that 
you think best, and that you are au- 
thorized to state that total abstainers 
can always drink his health in some 
nonalcoholic drink to his entire satis- 
faction. 


"October 17, 1902." 
Navy teetotalers have been aware of 


this gracious expression of opinion on 
the part of his majesty for the last 
three years. 


The publication of the letter now 


comes as a boon to many a harassed 
abstainer, who has 
frequently been 


caught between his heartfelt loyalty* 
and the sanctity of his temperance 
pledge

LAND PATENTS AT ONCE

I Lawton, Ok., May 15.—Life no 


> longer has any charms for old 
(Geraomino, the Apache warrior 
>aad scout. He is disheartened 
,and refuse* to listen to any «n- 
rcoaragement or sympathy' from 
'either his tribesmen or his friends 
of'the white race. He hides him - 
•self in some secluded spot in the 
"Wichita Mountains and only 
>eone8 out' V receive his provis- 
ions fronr i*ie government. Ger- 
onimo has been a very frequent 
visitor to the city of Lawton, but 
during the last two weeks he has 
not left the Fort Sill military res- 
ervation, where he it, held a pris- 
oner of war. 


This state of affairs has been 


brought about by the absolute 
refusal of the war department to 
allow the crafty old chief and 
several of his tribe a leave of ab 
sencetfaom the reservation in or- 
der that they might proceed to 
Washington to place -their case 
before the President and Con- 
grew.

Muskogee, I. T:, May 15.—The 


secretary of the interior has or- 
dered an immediate distribution 
of all patents to allotments in the 
five civilized tribes. These pat 
ents will be delivered by the 
Dawes commission and the In- 
dians will get their long looked 
for deeds. The commissioner 
will also deliver to the allottees 
the patents that were delivered 
to the chiefs of the tribes where 
the patents have not all been al- 
ready delivered. 


There are now in the office of 


Chief Porter of the Creeks, 5,927 
patents that have not been deliv- 
ered to allottees. In the Creek 
nation 1,196 patents have to be 
turned over to Chief Rogers to 
be delivered. In the 
Choetaw 


and Chickasaw nations there are 
26,400 patents executed and re- 
corded ready for delivery. More 
are making.' 


The delivery of patents is going 


to be one of the big tasks set for 
the commission. A special de- 
partment with a large force of 


clerks will be established at once. 


All allottees who have deeds 


ready for them will be notified 
they can get their patents by cal 
liner in person or by ordering 
them sent by registered mail. 
Later special parties will be sent 
into remote towns in fall blood 
settlements to deliver patents to 
.those who will not come or write 
for them. 


Why the Indians are not eager 


for the documents cannot be un 
derstood, but the experience in 
the Creek nation proves that 
many fall bloods do not attach 
mucfi value to their land patents. 


This order for immediate de- 


livery of deeds is of great im 
portanee in connection with the 
removal of restrictions. As the 
law provides that the restrictions 
shall be removed five years after 
date of delivery of patent. Had 
not complications arisen and tied 
up the delivery of patents many 
Indians of mixed blood would 
have 'Lad their restrictions re 
moved in a few months by iimlta 
tion.

ufacture 
diamonds—real 
diamonds? 


The process is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out- 
lay of money, but then consider tin 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 


know, says the New York Herald. Is 
simply carbon In a transparent crys- 
Marine term. It comes of humble par- 
sntage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily cryataljizable bodies, 


•arbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol- 
vents, but molten metals will combin* 
with it Let the diamond maker choost 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
Ing it in an electrhi furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate Itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing tba 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to tire surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time In a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up In the mass. 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

After a liberal discussion the min- 


isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce is now a necessity, because of 
the improper matrimonial ties, and 
they propose to cure the social evil 
by guarding the entrance into the mat- 
rimonial fields by the strongest safe- 
guards. 


The agitation was started by Rev 


Orian W. Fifer, pastor of Grace Meth- 
odiat Episcopal church, who declared 
that be is firm in the belief that no 
man should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex- 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
litile to do with many of the modern 
weddings 
He claimed to have had 


an interview with Judge William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which, he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
whert love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage 
He stated 


that be believed one of the greatest 
evils is because 
men 
and 
women 


plunge into marriage without the prop- 
er preparation. 


Te hministers took up the discussion

As long ago as October, 1902, Rear 


Admiral King-Hall obtained an opin- 
ion from his majesty, through Lord 
Knollya, that total abstainers need 
compromise neither their loyalty nor 
their convictions when drinking his 
majesty's health. 


Permission to publish the letter, 


which was at first employed for pri- 
vate circulation, has now been granted 
by his majesty, and here it is: 


"Pear Capt. King-Halt: His majesty 


Is afraid that it would be difficult to 
mak" any public announcement that 
he considers his health can be as loy- 
ally drunk in water as in wine. . . . 
The king commands me, however, to 
say that you are authorized to make it 
known 'privately,' and in any way that 
you think best, and that you are au- 
thorized to state that total abstainers 
can always drink his health in some 
nonalcoholic drink to his entire satis- 
faction. 


"October 17, 1902." 
Navy teetotalers have been aware of

"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their move- 
menu, and, besides, when the aun is 
behind the cavalry, the hones' legs 
can be seen through the canvas.

I see a smart girl with 
a short sleeve. She seems to say to 
me. 'See, now, I am ready to do the 
scrubbing.'" 


Another point which astounds him Is 


the assurance of the English girl. 


"She walks along with her head in the 


air, so haughty," Mr. Markino said. 


"She is afraid of nothing. 
In our 


country to do so would not be modest. 
Our women go always with eyes cast 
to the ground.
